Dear  Mr.  Leonard': 

Mr.  Bishop  of  the  De  part  ire  nt  of  Metallurgy  is  asking 
wnetner  there  is  any  likelihood  of  his  being  reappointed  to  the  position 
in  Chemical  Metallurgy  during  the  coming  year  as  he  wishes  to  make  arrange¬ 
ments.  I  brougnt  the  matter  up  yesterday  at  the  meeting  of  t. he  Board 
of  Governors,  but  unfortunately  t  heiy  did  not  find  themselves  in  a  oosition 
to  give  Mr.  Bishop  a  definite  answer. 

Last  Tuesday  a  committee  of  tne  Board  of  Governors  spent 
over  an  hour  with  the  Cabinet  presenting  the  financial  condition  of  tne 
University,  which  is  v^ry  serious.  .Ve  are  also,  1  believe:,  to  bring  it 
before  a  committee  of  the  Bouse  in  the  not  very  distant  future.  Prom 
present  appearances  I  judge  that  during  tne  neixt  year  it  .voula  ce  necessary 
for  us  to  work  our  way  along  pretty  muon  as  we  are;,  and  that  tne  Government 
will  not  likely  allow  us  to  make  any  special  developments.  However,  tne 
wnole  auestion  of  finances  nas  to  he  settled  on  a  larger  scale:,  if  not  now, 
at  least,  next  year,  wnen  the  other  Universities  also  will  I  believe  be 
considered,  but  T  hope  that  in  two  years1  time  we  may  be  ®n  a  muon  better 
basis  than  to-day. 

I  wonder  whether  you  could  find  it  possible  to  continue 
supporting  a  lecturer  in  Metallurgy  for  tne  next  two  years.  Let  me 
assure  you  that  tne  Governors  are  grateful  for  your  support  in  tne  past. 
Also,  I  know  that  you  have  very  neavy  aemands  upon  you,  tut  if  you  can  ao
